Vigorous return fire to Mayor Ed 
Amey’s opposition to the proposed 
city charter for Circleville c a m e 
Tuesday from the Citizen’s C o m ­ 
mittee, steering group for the plan 
to give the city a council-manager 
form of government. 
The committee in a statement 
replied to the mayor’s three main 
objections to the city manager 
plan. 
Voters, who will be asked to ap­ 
prove the plan in the Fall balloting, 
are to receive copies of the charter

at least 30 days before the election. 
The copies are expected to be in 
the hands of the voters by Oct. 1. 
Mayor Amey declared Monday 
the plan would require funds be* 
yond the city’s reach, open the way 
fo. m ajority rule by favored dis­ 
tricts and build up the threat of 
“one party government.”

A STATEMENT by the commit­ 
tee directed at the three objections 
was issued as follows: 
“ It has been stated the city man­ 


ager plan will require 
money. 
¡That’s true. And, it was also said, 
it will bring costs beyond the city’s 
ability to pay. That is vigorously 
denied. 


Taken from the Sept. 3 issue 
of The Circleville Herald is the 
following excerpt from a report 
of the mayor’s court during the 
month of August. 
“Other 
distributions 
w e r e 
$671.65 to the state; $1,043.20 to 


the county; $537 In mayor’s fees; ! 
$148.25 in police chie*’a fees; 
$30.62 in sheriff’s fees; and $10.10 
for supplies. 
The m ayor’s fees are in addi­ 
tion to the office’s regular salary 
of $1,500 per year. 


The Citizen’s Committee pointed 
out a city manager form of govern 
ment here would eliminate $11,309 
now' spent in operating the city. 
Eliminated would be salaries of 


the mayor, $1,500; treasurer, $500; 
service director. $3,036 ( a s k i n g 
moio'); safety director, $1,023 (ask­ 
ing more); and w ater works man­ 
ager, $4,800. 
The committee pointed out these 
posts would be eliminated with the 
city manager plan, with the duties 
assumed by the city manager and 
nne assistant. 
Added to the amount which would 
be eliminated is $450 per year paid 
for holding primary elections. City 
primaries would be abolished under 


the proposed plan. 
“There is no argument with the 
statement that a substantial salary 
will have to be paid a fully quali­ 
fied manager to run the city as a 
profitable business. He will deserve 
pay above the average now at city 
hall. He will earn it. 
“What the mayor overlooks Is 
that these salaries can quite eas­ 
ily be met by the city through 
the savings bound to come in 
elimination of political favors, 
overlapping jobs, waste in the 


city’s slipshod purchasing meth­ 
ods and from other sources. 
“The public now' can’t easily im­ 
agine the amount of money that 
can be saved in this manner, sim­ 
ply because the public knows only 
a part of the city’s present finan­ 
cial operations. 
“ Elimination of hit-or-mlss pur­ 
chasing policies, with each depart­ 
ment buying along parallel lines 
without regard for one another and 
often without regard for costs, will 
by itself bring savings far beyond 


estimates which could now to mad# 
through casual check of the fig* 
ures. 
“The city manager plan may 
cost as much as the present form of 
government here — and possibly 
even a little more in the beginning. 
But, under the new system, there 
will be a vital difference for the 
taxpayer. 
“ He will get his money*« worth. 
“ When the mayor, in his second

SEATTLE, Sept. 9 —

St'>%n*oo beared south Tuesday, 
hunting political gold in the hills of 
California with the confident asser­ 
tion his campaign is “ going beau­ 
tifully.” 
The 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidate Is on a fast, wide- 
ranging tour of the w e s t e r n 
states. 
Apparently heartened by the size 
of the crowds and the reception 
they have been giving him all 
along the line, Stevenson told an 
audience in Portland: 
“ I think I can say with confi­ 
dence the campaign is going beau­ 
tifully. I have seen the signs all 
the way from New York to the 
Pacific Coast.” 
His trip has taken him into Min­ 
nesota, Colorado, Wyoming, Mon­ 
tana, Idaho, Oregon and Washing­ 
ton. In a grueling round of speech­ 
es and appearances, the governor 
laid down the main ground work of 
his campaign, ridiculed and rebut­ 
ted a long list of Republican cam ­ 
paign claims and discussed region­ 
al issues in the various states.

hower. He is one of those fortunate 
men who no longer has to be troub­ 
led by ambition. 
He has abandoned hope for the 
one job he desired above all oth­ 
ers: the presidency. It’s unlikely 
Eisenhower, if the general wins, 
could offer Taft any other spot he 
likes as well as his present job in 
the Senate.

The fact that the m ajority of the 
Republican Party, as represented 
by delegates to the National Con­ 
vention, turned him down in favor 
of Eisenhower doesn’t necessarily 
mean the majority doesn’t share 
his views. 
It may have chosen the gener­ 
al because It thought be had a 
better chance of winning in No­ 
vember. 
The party has turned Taft down 
three times now—in 1940, 1948 and 
1952—for a crack at the presidency. 
This does not seem to have made 
even a slight dent in his thinking. 
He has indicated in no way that he 
has changed. And he knows he rep­ 
resents the thinking of many Re­ 
publicans who might have prefer­ 
red him as a candidate.

Sabres Down 
7 More Migs

SEOUL, Sept. 9—<jfl—The U. S. 
Fifth Air Force said Sabre pilots 
Tuesday destroyed seven Russian- 
built Mig 15s and damaged 12 oth­ 
ers in the sixth straight day of jet 
battles over Northwest Korea. 
The Allied victories raised 
the 
bag of Communist jet fighters in 
September to 29 Migs destroyed, 
one probably

damaged. The record for a month 
is 44 Red jets destroyed last April. 
South Korean and Chinese infan­ 
trymen battled furiously into the 
fourth day for control of Capital 
Hill on the Central Front. 
Troops of the crack Republic of 
Korea Capital Division pulled back 
off the slopes of the shell scarred 
height to give UN artillery a wide 
open shot at the Chinese. 
An Allied officer said “as of this 
morning nobody owns the hill.” 
Gritty Rok infantrymen counter­ 
attacked the Chinese five times in 
the face of the heaviest Red artil­ 
lery barrage of the war — 48,000 
rounds. They reached the hill crest 
Monday but were thrown back. 
Much of the fighting has been at 
close range — with hand grenades, 
ifists, 
clubs 
and daggers.

Eighth Army estim ated Chinese 
casualties at 954 killed and wound* 
I ed in the first 14 hours of fighting. 


Maine GOP 
Win Narrower 
Than In 1948 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 9— 
— 
Republicans have chalked up their 
ninth consecutive Maine election 
triumph, but their senatorial candi­ 
date won by a slimm er margin 
than in 1948. 
It was the nation’s first test of 
Democratic - Republican strength. 
Gov. Frederick G. 
Payne won 
Owen Brewster’s Senate seat with 
59 per cent of 230,000 votes. Demo­ 
crat Roger P. Dube got 35 per cent 
rfhd 6 went to Earl S. Grant, Dem­ 
ocrat-independent. 
In 1948 also a presidential year 
—Sen. M argaret Chase Smith roll­ 
ed up a record 71.4 per cent to a 
Democrat’s 28.6. 
GOP leaders had called for as 
big or bigger a majority than Mrs. 
Smith’s 
record 
95,000. 
Anything 
much less, vice presidential nomi­ 
nee Richard Nixon said here last 
week, 
would 
dishearten 
himself 
and Dwight Eisenhower, the presi­ 
dential nominee. 
• Republican State Senate Presi­ 
dent Burton M. Cross won the gov­ 
ernor’s race with 52 per cent. 
Another 15.2 per cent for two Re­ 
publicans running as independents 
—Henry W. Boyker and 
Neil S. 
Bishop—pushed the overall GOP 
percentage to 67 2 as a g a i n s t 
Payne’s 65 per cent in 1948. 
Democrat Jam es C. Oliver, a 
onetime Republican congressman, 
got 32.8 per cent. His 1948 prede­ 
cessor had 35. Three 
Republican 
congressmen won reelection easily. 


Pickaway County deputy sheriffs, 
the local National Guard unit and 
Circleville’s police and fire depart­ 
ments answered a midnight alert 
early Tuesday when rioting flared 
at the Chillicothe reform atory.

“ SENATOR TAFT is a RepubU- 
can,” was the way one of them, 
i Roger W. Tracy, Ohio state treas­ 
urer and a m ember of the Taft 
camp, summed it up to newsmen.

“ There was a normal disappoint­ 
ment among all the people who 
worked for Senator Taft that he 
was not nominated for the presi­ 
dency.

NEW YORK—An Atomic Age 
pocket piece, a so-called personal 
dosimeter, bids fair to be standard 
equipment for all United States 
civilians. 
The federal Civil Defense Admin, 
istration stresses the necessity for 
arming everyone with a device for 
rapid estimation of degTee of ex> 
posure to gamma (atomic) radia­ 
tion in the event of an A-bomb 
explosion. 
Approximately one-fifth of sur­ 
viving casualties of an atomic 
bombing would suffer chiefly from 
radiation sickness, according to 
engineers of the Magnex corpora­ 
tion in New York who perfected 
the personal dosimeter, known as 
the atometer. 
Working for the Army’s Chemi­ 
cal Warfare Service, and in close 
consultation with the federal Civil 
Defense Administration, these en­ 
gineers bore In mind the double 
function of their atometer. 
• 
• 
• 
IT IS first a source of informa­ 
tion about a person’s exposure to 
radiation that may prove of great 
value in assisting a doctor to make 
prompt 
diagnosis and prescribe 
treatm ent 
Secondly, the carrying of such a 
persona] dosimeter would have a 
definite psychological effect on per­ 
sona who had not been exposed to 
over-dangerous amounts of radia­ 
tion. 
Assurance that such expo­ 
sure had not occurred would per­ 
mit him or her to concentrate on 
emergency duties instead of con­ 
tributing to mass panic and the 
swamping of overburdened hospi­ 
tals and first aid stations. 
In that connection, a report by 
officials of the 
Atomic Energy 
Project of the University of Cali­ 
fornia emphasizes that “fear of 
radiation damage Is likely to add 
to the 
hysterical 
behavior and

panic is bound to occur in an un­ 
disciplined civilian population. 
“Fear of radiation injury is like­ 
ly to persist unless individuals are 
given a simple way to see for 
themselves whether or not they 
have been exposed to a medically 
significant dose of external radia­ 
tion.” 
The California Project report 
thereupon 
concludes that 
“self­ 
reading, personal dosimeters are 
the only feasible answer at this 
time.”

THE atometer resembles a flash­ 
light battery 2 inches long, *4-inch 
In diameter, and weighs but one 
ounce. 
Its c h e m i c a l solution 
changes color if exposed to gamma 
radiation. 


When the protective curtain Is 
torn off, it is possible to check the 
solution against the colored paper 
on each of the four sides of the 
window. 
From golden yellow to 
red, degrees of exposure are indi­ 
cated as from 50 to 600 Roentgens. 
Thus by this grim pocket piece 
its owner can tell whether he has 
suffered no serious gamma expo­ 
sure, injury with possible disabil­ 
ity, or is likely to be among the 
50 per cent of fatalities. Unfortu­ 
nately, if the atometer shows red, 
its prediction is "usually fatal.” 
On the score of reliability, the 
atometer has been tested under 
actual conditions of use at the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s prov­ 
ing grounds in Nevada and in the 
Pacific.

WILL YOU DIE OR LIVE AFTER A - BLAST? 
ATOMETER, FOR CIVILIANS, WILL SHOW YOU

NEW YORK—An Atomic Aga 
pocket piece, a so-called personal 
dosimeter, bids fair to be standard 
equipment for all United State# 
civilians. 
The federal Civil Defense Admin­ 
istration stresses the necessity for 
arming everyone with a dei/ice for 
rapid estimation of degree of ex­ 
posure to gamma (atomic) radia­ 
tion in the event of an A-bomb 
explosion 
Approximately one-fifth of sur­ 
viving 
casualties of an 
atomic 
bombing wrould suffer chiefly from 
radiation sickness, according to 
engineers of the Magnex corpora­ 
tion in New York who perfected 
the personal dosimeter, known as 
the atometer. 
Working for the Army's Chemi­ 
cal Warfare Service, and in close 
consultation with the federal Civil 
Defense Administration, these en­ 
gineers bore in mind the double 
function of their atometer. 
• 
• 
• 
IT IS first a source of informa­ 
tion about a person’s exposure to 
radiation that may prove of great 
value in assisting a doctor to make 
prompt 
diagnosis and 
prescribe 
treatment. 
Secondly, the carrying of such a 
personal dosimeter would have a 
definite psychological effect on per­ 
sons who had not been exposed to 
over-dangerous amounts of radia­ 
tion. 
Assurance that such expo­ 
sure had not occurred would per­ 
mit him or her to concentrate on 
emergency duties instead of con­ 
tributing to mass panic and the 
sw'amping of overburdened hospi­ 
tals and first aid stations. 
In that connection, a report by 
officials of the 
Atomic Energy 
Project of the University of Cali­ 
fornia emphasizes that "fear of 
radiation damage is likely to add 
to 
the 
hysterical 
behavior and

panic is bound to occur in an un­ 
disciplined civilian population. 
“Fear of radiation injury is like­ 
ly to persist unless individuals are 
given a simple way to see for 
themselves whether or not they 
have been exposed to a medically 
significant dose of external radia­ 
tion.” 
The California Project report 
thereupon 
concludes that 
“self­ 
reading, personal dosimeters are 
the only feasible answer et this 
time.” 
•

THE atometer resembles a flash­ 
light battery 2 inches long, %-inch 
in diameter, and weighs but one 
ounce. 
Its c h e m i c a l solution 
changes color lf exposed to gamma 
radiation. 


When the protective curtain Is 
torn off, it is possible to check the 
solution against the colored paper 
on each of the four sides of the 
window. 
From golden yellow to 
red, degrees of exposure are indi­ 
cated as from 50 to 600 Roentgens. 
Thus by this grim pocket piece 
its owner can tell whether he has 
suffered no serious gamma expo­ 
sure, injury with possible disabil­ 
ity, or is likely to be among the 
50 per cent of fatalities. Unfortu­ 
nately, if the atometer shows red. 
its prediction is “usually fatal.” 
On the score of reliability, the 
atometer has been tested under 
actual conditions of use at the 
Atomic Energy Commission's prov­ 
ing ground# in Nevada and in the 
Pacific.

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BURDENSOME TAXES 
RUMORS OF GOVERNMENT tax com­ 
promises, by which some citizens are for­ 
given a part of their income payments, 
have become so persistent that President 
Truman has authorized the Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue to open this long secret rec­ 
ord to the public. 
The federal tax collecting machinery re­ 
ceived a jolt when there were many dis­ 
closures of favoritism for pay. Some un­ 
faithful collectors Wrote off income p a y- 
ments by the millions in return for favors. 
When congressional investigations brought 
the facts to light a few prosecutions fol­ 
lowed. 
A government's strength depends on the 
willingness of the people to pay t a x e s . 
Widespread revelations that some big shots 
had bribed their way to tax immunity was 
bad for taxpayer morale. 
The government, presumably, will now 
reveal the tax compromise picture, in an 
effort to show that everything done w a s 
legitimate and ethical. Where a citizen sim­ 
ply hadn’t the money to pay, and there are 
both individuals and businesses in that 
class, the government apparently reduced 
the size of the bill rather than carry a citi­ 
zen for debt or close a business down for 
inability to pay taxes. 
What sticks out in this story of tax abate­ 
ments is that federal taxes are so high that 
a growing number of citizens cannot pay 
all of them. This is a powerful argument 
for government economy and a reduction 
in taxes. Any other course is a threat to 
the entire governmental and economic sys­ 
tem of the country. 


LAFF-A-DAY

One-seventh of the cabbage produced in 
this country goes into sauerkraut.

Only time will reveal whether the candi­ 
date for President who loses will describe 
his current vocal efforts as merely “cam ­ 
paign oratory.” 


It used to be, in this country, that people 
were born, voted at the age of 21, and in 
due course died without anyone worrying 
too much about the politics of it. Nowa­ 
days. however, this process affects the tax 
rate, both national and local, and is there­ 
fore very political. 
Years ago, my friend, Ben Affleck, now 
deceased, who manufactured cement, a r­ 
gued lengthily on the relationship of ce­ 
ment to births. He was regarded as a fa­ 
natic on the subject. He watched birth sta­ 
tistics in all the areas where he sold ce­ 
ment and had charts to show how m any 
children would enter school on their sixth 
year and how many would r e a c h high 
school. By these figures, he could calculate 
whether new schools would be required and 
whether parents would be seeking larger 
homes. 
Affleck’s law of the relation of cement to 
schools and taxes applies now to all our 
age groups. Involved is conscription which 
takes out of the population a sizable group 
of boys and even girls who would be about 
to get their first jobs. The competitive fac­ 
tor of youth in the job-hunting areas is 
therefore delayed a year or two. 
A factor, often disregarded in most dis­ 
cussions of this problem, is that the United 
States from 1929 to 1940, for a decade, suf­ 
fered an unemployment problem which, at 
times, reached 10,000.000. The New Deal 
subsidized unemployment by various de­ 
vices, all based on increased taxes and the 
redistribution of wealth. World War II did 
put an end to unemployment. 
The worker, whose memory is longer 
than the politician’s, remembers this pe­ 
riod and has persistently d e m a n d e d a 
guaranteed job or an annual wage, or a 
subsidy. More or less, he now has all three, 
assured by the government in the form of 
government purchases and old age pen­ 
sions as well as state paid unemployment 
compensation, some form of union s h o p 
forbidding dismissal except under specific 
stipulations supervised by the National La­ 
bor Relations Board, State Labor Relations 
Board, FEPC, etc. 
The calculable result of all this is that 
taxes rise, the currency depreciates, and 
the most productive age group, that is from 
20 to 64, carries too heavy a burden to en­ 
joy the advantages of their parents to 
equality of opportunity. 
And to have full employment, the poli­ 
ticians have hit upon war and the prepara­ 
tion for war as the easiest means. That 
| requires a huge military budget, higher 
taxes, increased national debt and further 
depreciation of currency. 
There are now 13 million of those be­ 
tween the ages of 65 and death and their 
number is increasing as the antibiotics and 
other inventions of science prolong life. It 
used to be that a man saved for his old age 
and proudly rejected charity, except from 
his loving children. Religion and e t h i c s 
taught children to respect, honor and sup­ 
port their parents as they had been nur­ 
tured by them. Today, with taxes w h a t 
they are and the high cost of living going 
higher constantly, it becomes increasingly 
difficult to save. Actually, the figures for 
1950 show an average indebtedness of $400 
per capita. This belies other figures which

If You Have Heart Trouble 
Take It Easy In Warm Weather

! 
WE are often asked w hether 
*ome climates are worse th an 
others for people with heart 
trouble. A partial answer to this 
question is the fact th a t the heart 
patient runs a special risk when 
the therm om eter goes up. 
Sudden hot spells and heat 
waves 
definitely 
Increase 
the 
danger of heat stroke for those 
with heart trouble, as well as the 
very aged. This has been proved 
over and over in m any large cit­ 
ies and in tropical areas. 
W hen the hum an body is faced 
with a rise in heat and hum idity, 
it has to do something to carry 
off the extra heat. It does this by 
speeding up the blood circulation, 
which acts somewhat like the 
w ater cooling system in an auto. 
This m eans the pum p — the 
h eart—m ust work harder. If the 
pum p la already weak, severe 
h eart failure may result during 
a bad hot spell. 
Even in a well person, the skin 
tem perature rises in hot w eather. 
If he is exposed to extrem e heat 
for a long time, he will feel his 
body becoming hot, and he begins 
to feel weak, perhaps ready to 
faint. Continued exposure affects 
the nervous system, and the per­ 
son has muscle trem ors and 
trouble in teeing. 
May Lose Weight 
In the case of heart patients, 
it has been found th a t heat 
causes them to lose weight. The 
actual am ount of blood in the 
blood vessels increases, and this, 
too, puts an added burden on the 
heart. 


If you have heart trouble, keep 
these facts in mind and make it 
as easy as possible for your h eart 
when the 
w eatherm an w arm 
"heat on the way.” Be careful to 
keep out of the heat as much as 
possible during hot and hum id 
weather. This is also the tim e to 
avoid exercise of any kind. 
Air conditioning is especially 
helpful in the living quarteri of 
a person with heart disease. If 
rooms are not air conditioned, one 
room is usually found to be cooler 
than the others, and the cool 
room should be reserved for the 
heart patient. 
Salt tablets should not be taken 
by the heart patient, as they may 
help cause heart failure. Normal 
people may find salt tablets help­ 
ful. however, in hot weather. 
Thus, we see th at the ups and 
downs of w eather may have a 
great deal to do with a heart pa­ 
tient's health. His doctor will be 
glad to tell him when the tem ­ 
perature Is likely to become d an­ 
gerous for him, and how to pro­ 
tect himself accordingly. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. D.: ^1 have excruciating 
headaches behind my left eye. 
What could be the cause of this? 
Answer: There are numerous 
causes for this type of headache, 
such as nervousness, nervous dis­ 
order, a blood disorder, a tumor, 
migraine, and m any other such 
diseases.

HUMORS OF G O V E R N M E N T tax com ­ 
promises, bv which some citizens are for­ 
given a part of their income 
payments, 
have become so persistent that President 
Truman has authorized the Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue to open this long secret lec- 
ord to the public.

WE are often asked whether 
tome climates are worse than 
others for people with 
heart 
trouble. A partial answer to this 
question is the fact th at the heart 
patient runs a special risk when 
the therm om eter goes up. 
Sudden hot spells and heat 
waves 
definitely 
increase 
the 
danger of heat stroke for those 
with heart trouble, as well as the 
very aged. This has been proved 
over and over in many large cit­ 
ies and in tropical areas. 
When the hum an body Is faced 
with a rise in heat and humidity, 
it has to do something lo carry 
off the extra heat. It does this by 
speeding up the blood circulation, 
which acts somewhat like the 
water cooling system in an auto. 
This means the pump — the 
h eart—must work harder. If the 
pump ie already weak, severe 
heart failure may result during 
a bad hot spell. 
Even in a well person, the skin 
tem perature rises in hot weather. 
If he is exposed to extrem e heat 
for a long time, he will feel his 
body becoming hot. and he begins 
to feei weak, perhaps ready to 
faint. Continued exposure affects 
the nervous system, and the per­ 
son has muscle trem ors and 
trouble in seeing. 
May Lose Weight 
In the case of heart patients, 
It has been found that heat 
causes them to lose weight. The 
actual am ount of blood in the 
blood vessels increases, and this. 
too. puU an added burden on the 
heart. 


I 
If you have heart trouble, keep 
these facts in mind and make it 
as easy as possible for your heart 
when the 
weatherm an warn* 
I "heat on the way.” Be careful to 
keep out of the heat as much as 
possible during hot and humid 
j weather. This is also the time to 
I avoid exercise of any kind. 
Air conditioning is especially 
helpful in the living quarters of 
a person with heart disease. If 
rooms are not air conditioned, one 
room is usually found to be cooler 
than the others, and the cool 
room should be reserved for the 
heart patient. 
Salt tablets should not be taken 
by the heart patient, as they may 
help cause heart failure. Normal 
people may find salt tablets help­ 
ful, however, in hot weather. 
Thus, we see th at the ups and 
downs of weather may have a 
great deal to do with a heart pa­ 
tient's health. His doctor will be 
glad to tell him when the tem ­ 
perature is likely to become dan­ 
gerous for him, and how to pro­ 
tect himself accordingly.

worry and puzzle their parents, 
many of whom write me about 
such children. For exam ple: 
“ Dear Dr. M y ers: I am in need 
of advice concerning our son, five 
and a half years old. whom we 
have had since he was five days 
old and is like our own. We love 
this litte fellow dearly, have never 
concealed the fact he is adopted 
and have told him of it in story 
form since he was very little. 
“ He was always lovable and sun­ 
ny as a baby and tiny tot. hardly 
ever crying. But lately he cries over 
every little thing, and his feelings 
are easily hurt: nor is he sunny in 
disposition now. His c-r v i n g un­ 
nerves me. The doctor's check-up 
found him sound of body.” 
I wrote her about as follows: It

DOES HE GROW over-weary or 
over excited?

Have 
you looked into your ways of man- 
; aging him? 
Are you commanding him exces­ 
sively? Have you considered care­ 
fully the difference between 
get­ 
ting him to do what you want him 
to do and keeping him from doing 
the few things he shouldn’t? 
Have some special worries and 
problems come to you parents late­ 
ly? Are you both calm and serene 
and companionable? 
Dad might do much for that boy 
by making things with him 
a n d 
going places with him and having 
lots of fun with him. I hope both 
of you read a great deal to him 
and encourage him to play w i t h 
other children of his age. 
Be sure he doesn’t get what he 
wants by crying. And don’t act as 
if you have your feelings hurt when 
he is down. If you don’t find some 
improvement after several weeks, 
it might be well to have your reg­ 
ular doctor refer you to a psychia­ 
trist. 
Q. Our children, three and five, 
are enraptured by the yarns their 
daddy improvises for them. Would 
it be better for him to read stories 
to them? 
A. No; these experiences are pre­ 
cious to them all. It might be well, 
however, for him also to read a 
story to them occasionally.

WHEN JUNIOR and Little Sla­ 
ter traipse back to school to re­ 
sume t h e i r September-to-J u n e 
battle with the No. 1 bane of child­ 
hood, Old Man Ed U. Cation they’ll 
naturally r e s u m e acquaintance 
with that adjunct to the Three R ’s 
— the history book. 
W hat Junior and Little Sister 
won’t realize is that their school, 
itself, has quite a history, a very 
long one, too, though the building 
th at houses it may be of very re­ 
cent vintage. 
The grammar school, in fact, is 
one of our oldest institutions. It 
goes all the way back to the days 
of Alexander the Great, when the 
Greeks first thought of the idea of 
setting aside a place to teach the 
youngsters to read and to write 
and, perhaps, to add and subtract. 
Before that time, teachers cam e 
to the homes of the wealthy to in­ 
struct the children much as tutors 
do today. The gram m ar school idea 
was taken up by Rome in the 
Third Century B. C. The Homan 
name for it was a real jaw-breaker 
— Orammatodidaskalecon! 
A teacher of ancient times was 
something of a traveling salesman 
of education as witness St. Augus­ 
tine of Hippo who wrote the fam ­ 
ous Confessions. He was a school­ 
m aster in Rome, Milan and Carth­ 
age before he was baptized in 387 
A. D. 
Up to the S i x t h Century the 
schools had 
secular administra­ 
tion. Then they passed under ec­ 
clesiastical control and thus it was 
that the first gram m ar school in 
England was founded shortly after 
the conversion of the heathen Eng­ 
lish. 


IT IS only natural that in Colon­ 
ial times American g r a m m a r 
schools were dominated by British 
tradition and practice, since the 
textbooks were printed in England. 
Even after the Revolution there 
was little c h a n g e in American 
school curricula and m e t h o d s , 
though the textbooks were n o w 
printed over here. 
Not until the Twentieth Century 
did many of today’s ideas on edu­ 
cation begin to make themselves 
felt. 
While there is quite a difference 
between the old “hickory stick" 
method^ and education as it is to­ 
day, it’s also a great jump from 
the Little Old Red School House 
to the gleaming glass, stone and 
brick temples of learning of today. 
F o r m a n y years a gram m ar 
school was a one-room affair, poor-

ly lighted with worse ventilation. 
Then came the four-room school 
which had a central hall running 
through it. 
Next came the two- 
story school with a second floor 
which was a duplicate of the first. 
W i t h the appearance of the 
three-story school, came the as­ 
sembly hall which usually occu­ 
pied the top floor. Most of these 
early multiple-room schoolhouses 
were crowned with a cupola which 
contained the school bell— an item 
that has, alas, largely disappeared 
along with the base burner stove 
at the back of the room.* 
One can w'ell imagine the amaze- 


ment of Edward Eggleston’s clas­

School Not Only Teaches History 
But Has Long, Interesting One Itself

WHEN JUNIOR and Little Sis­ 
te r traipse back to school to re­ 
sume t h e i r September-to-J u n e 
battle with the No. I bane of child­ 
hood, Old Man Ed U. Cation they’ll 
naturally r e s u m e acquaintance 
with that adjunct to the Three R’s 
— the history book. 
What Junior and Little Sister 
won’t realize is that their school, 
itself, has quite a history, a very 
long one, too, though the building 
th a t houses it may be of very re­ 
cent vintage. 
The grammar school, in fact, is 
one of our oldest institutions. It 
goes all the way back to the days 
of Alexander the Great, when the 
Greeks first thought of the idea of 
setting aside a place to teach the 
youngsters to read and to write 
and, perhaps, to add and subtract. 
Before that time, teachers came 
to the homes of the wealthy to in­ 
struct the children much as tutors 
do today. The gram m ar school idea 
was taken up by Rome in the 
Third Century B. C. The Roman 
name for it tvaa a real jaw-breaker 
— Grammatoduiaskalccon! 
A teacher of ancient times was 
something of a traveling salesman 
of education as witness St. Augus­ 
tine of Hippo who wrote the fam ­ 
ous Confessions. He was a school­ 
master in Rome, Milan and Carth- 
Rige before he was baptized in 387 
A. D. 
Up to the S i x t h Century tho 
schools had secular adm inistra­ 
tion. Then they passed under ec­ 
clesiastical control and thus it was 
that the first gram m ar school in 
England was founded shortly after 
the conversion of the heathen Eng­ 
lish. 


IT IS only natural that in Colon­ 
ial times American g r a m m a r 
schools were dominated by British 
tradition and practice, since the 
textbooks were printed in England. 
Even after the Revolution there 
was little c h a n g e in American 
school curricula and m e t h o d s , 
though the textbooks wrere n o w 
printed over here.
